TEHRAN, Iran lUPI) 
Students iMttlcd U.S. Marines for 
three hours and seized the U.S. em- 
bassy Sunday, taking .at lca.st 59 
Ami'i leans hostage to press "demands 
lhat Ihe depose^ st»ah tie extradited to 
iran to face Islamic Justice.

"We shall not give up the hostages 
unless the shah is given to us," one of 
ttic student spokesman told the lew 
reporters allowed into the compound.

The protestors told reporters that 
Marines used teargas against them to

"Uyt our people came equipped 
with wet handkerchiefs,''' said a 
spokesman. 

He said the students faced the 
strongest opposition from Marines 
when they tried to take over what 
appeared to be a specially guarded 
room. 

"Six men guarding the room re- 
sisted biir students until all docu- 
ments Inside the room were burned.

A Federal Railroad Administration spokesman said 
the new law "fccczcs the system" by preventing tho 
proposed shut down.of the railroad's troubled "lines 
west" extending from Mites City. Mont., luTacomn. 
Wash, 

The railroad had threatened to close down fi.OOO 
miles of Its 9,800 miles of track In a sweeping move lo 
cut costs. 

The railroad administration spokesman siild the 
now law Instructs the Department of Tranfiportatlon . 
td extend jio million "Immediately for operalluns of 
therniimnd."

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador (UPI) ~ Archbishop 
Oscar Romero Sunday urged the U,S, government to-
